Religious preaching in public streets 
and thoroughfares should be strictly forbidden, but preachers may be allowed to 
deliver their lectures at the sacred places of the several sects to which they respect- 
ively belong. The National Congress is a hotbed of sedition, and should be sup- 
pressed with a high hand. The Arya Samäj should be dealt with in the same wa 
as the Wahäbis were in Patna. The Gaurakshini Sabha should also be abolished, 
as the cow-protection agitation has produced results just the opposite of those 
desired by its promoters.
